The Japanese Actually Succeeded in 
Plantiof a Battery in tbe Bear 
of the BiMian Poiitton. 



The Czar's Troops Got Revengs on the 
Japaneee Cavalry Column— They 

Were Shelled With Terrific l^ 
feet and Scattered. 

Hal Cheng, June 29.— 'Monday the 
Japaneae troope attacked the Russians 
occapyinf Mao Tien Ling, Feng Cbou 
Lin and Tallen Paae. Rtissian Infant- 
ry and cavalry retreated, persuaded 
that the advancing divisions of Jap- 
anese operating against each of the 
three paseee was stronger than their 
detachment. 

In the attack on Talien Pasa tbe 
Japanese guards, besides other regi- 
ments, tooli part. The Japanese made 
a Irontal and flank attaelc. There waa 
a considerable force on lioth sides. 

The total losaes in the battle are 
yet unknown. Blgtaty .wounded have 
arrived here and on Sunday last a hos- 
pital train with 200 passed, going to 
Llao Yang. 

The lighting lasted tlie whule of 
June 26 and 21 and the .Japanese suc- 
cessively pushed the Russians from 
tbree position*, occupsing them with 
artillery as the defenders retired. 

Wounded Russians recounting the 
two days' fighting say tliat the Jap- 
anese again demonstrated their reli- 
ance on their artillery and that they 
were greatly auperlor. both In num> 
ber of men and in guns. On tbe tec- 
ond day of the fight they brought up 
a hfavy battery which silenced the 
lighter Russian guns and caused s^e- 
vere loss. The Japanese artillery 
practice, however, was Inaccurate and 
as l8 usual several times shelled emp- 
ty positions or shot over the Russian 
columns. 

The fight started at dawn, ten miles 
southwest of Dalin hill. A Russian 
rifle brigade held the position imtil 
noon In tbe face of a heavy artillery 
fire, but the Russians we're finally out- 
flanked by infantry' and cavalry, th«i 
.Ir-panese actually getting a field bat- 
tei-y in the rear of the Russian posi- 
tion. Th( n the brigade fell back. 

The Dalin bill fight continued from 
4 o'clock until dark. The Japanese 
worked furiously all night long and 
emplaced two batteries on the vaoated 
Russian position. 

Tiie fiKliliug was resumed at 3 a. m., 
on J\ine 27. The Rnssian.s silenced 
tbe , two Japanese lotteries but tbe 
Japanese brought up a train of big 
guns and silenced the lighter Ruseiu 
artillery, which was again nmnlng out 
of ammunition, and the Russians were 
once more forced to retire. The Jap- 
anese cavalry and infantry, threaten- 
ing to aurround the Russian outposts, 
forced a general retreat 

The Russians carried off all their 
guns and got revenge on the Japanese 
cavalry column, which was in close 
formation, and was shelled with ter- 
lllto effect, being forced to scatter.
